Mr Woodsworth stated the C C 
F had been accused of receiving 
money from Moscow and also that 


their policy was a commiunistic 
one which resorted to torce to 
bring about the objects or condi- 


tions to be obtained, both ot 


which statements he declared 
there is absolutely no truth in. 

He stated the aims of the C C F 
could be brought about by the in- | 
telligence and common sense ot | 
the people themselves.

He said in Winni 
peg the movement is supported by 
about 50 per cent of the popuTa- 
tion. In Toronto he had had num 
erous bankers, lawyers, and doct- 
ors coming to him and asking 
what is the remedy, or what has 
the C C F to offer, that they had 
tried the present system and can- 
not make it go.
